was then examined, and testified among 
other things that she beard Savage ask 
where Gilmore was, and saw him go into 
the saloon and act as if he were in tbe pos- 
session of a weapon, aud immediately 
beard two shots. 


Dr. Lewis 
then 
testified 
as 
to a 


medical examination that be had made and 
that death resulted from the bullet wound. 


In the afternoon session Mr. W. H. 


Joy of the County Hospital was called sud 
testified ai to the ante mortem statements 
made by Savage. 


Among other witnesses who testified were 


Dr, Bergstein, James Murpby, Constable 
Dpson, John Jieeth, John Hogan and Mra. 
Gilmore. 


The case ia attracting considerable at- 


tention and will probably occupy the at- 
teDtaon of the Court to-day aud to morrow.
